Jobless 
Edges Up, 
Prices Rise

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government said today unem- 
ployment edged up slightly to 
6.1 per cent last month. The 
jobless rate for blacks soared 
to 10 per cent, highest since 
January 1964. 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics said the figures showed 
"the employment situation was 
essentially unchanged ..." 


The report followed one of 


Tuesday which showed a new 
increase in wholesale prices, 
dampeneing President Nixon's 
efforts to battle inflation. 


Nixon has promised to bring 


over-all unemployment down to 
4.5 per cent by the middle of 
1972. 


The April jobless rate was up 


one-tenth of one per cent over 
the 6 per cent rate for March, 
and was just below the nine- 
year high of 6.2 reached last 
December. 


Total employment was up 


slightly due mainly to more 
farm jobs. The work week for 
rank and file workers edged up 
slightly for the second month in 
a row and factory overtime 
was unchanged. 


But, after holding steady be- 


tween December and March, 
the jobless rate for Negro 
workers moved up from 9.4 per 
cent to 10 per cent. 


The BLS said this was due 


mainly to fewer jobs for Negro 
women. 


The unemployment rate for 


whites remained 5.6 per cent. 


For teen-agers the rate re- 


mained essentially unchanged 
at 17.2 per cent.

Corp., another of the nation's 
big producers, said it was doing 
some "new figuring" on its 
price structure in light of the 
spreading

But Bethlehem Steel Corp., 


the No. 2 steelmaker, seemed 
to be shying away from the 
trend. 


There was speculation that 


Bethlehem, stung last January 
when it was forced by the 
White House to roll back a 12.5 
per cent increase to 6.8 per 
cent, was waiting to analyze 
Washington's reaction to the 
latest round of price hikes. 


Treasury Secretary John B. 


Connally said Thursday he was 
very disturbed about the price 
hikes. The industry and its 
work force "have to keep in 
mind whether they are pricing 
themselves out of the world 
market," Connally said. 


But at the same time, Con- 


nally said he didn't believe 
wage and price controls were 
necessary at this stage.

ly. 


Rockefeller's gift, in the days 


of plenty, amounted to about 35 
per cent of the larger budget, 
but amounts to about 7 per cent 
of the smaller budget. 


Johnson 
said 
Rockefeller 


has continued to provide other 
types of support for the GOP 
and was sending invitations to 
his own friends and former sup- 
porters urging their help for a 
June 19 GOP fund-raising din- 
ner. 


Rockefeller will be one of 


those honored at the event, 
which will be held at the Hot 
Springs Convention Center. 


Successful fund-raising efforts 


apparently will be crucial to 
the party's development from 
now on, since Rockefeller had 
provided substantial amounts of 
assistance to candidates at the 
local level as well as helping fi- 
nance the party and paying for 
his own campaign.

Cautioned 
Not to Tour 
Poland

WARSAW (AP) - The U.S. 


Embassy has cautioned Ameri- 
cans about travel to Poland aft- 
er a Warsaw court sentenced a 
Polish-American man to five 
years in prison for giving clas- 
sified information to Western 
agents 13 years ago. 


The 
embassy 
suggested 


Thursday night that Polish au- 
thorities had allowed Adam 
Mueller, 43, of Dayton, Ohio, to 
return to his native land so 
they could arrest him. 


Mueller was arrested last Oc- 


tober on a visit to his ailing fa- 
ther. At his trial this week he 
pleaded guilty to giving secret 
information on Polish industry 
and the armed forces to West- 
ern agents shortly after he fled 
to West Berlin. 


The five-man court rejected a 


defense plea for special lenien- 
cy. Mueller's Polish 
lawyer 


said he would appeal the sen- 
tence, which was the minimum 
for espionage. Death is the 
maximum. 


Mueller is now a U.S. citizen 


and has a wife and four chil- 
dren in Dayton. 


The U.S. Embassy 
com- 


mented: "It is apparent, in 
view of Polish visa procedures 
and in view of the prompt ap- 
prehension of Mueller after his 
arrival in Poland, that the 
Polish government must nave 
been aware when it issued him 
a visa that charges would be 
pressed against him on his ar- 
rival. 


"It would therefore appear 


that instead of rejecting his 
visa application it was decided 
to permit him to return to Po- 
land in order to be arrested 
and face charges. 


"Obviously, this type of deci- 


sion raises a question with re- 
gard to American tourist travel 
to Poland which will require 
closer examination." 


The judge said Mueller would 


remain in custody while his ap- 
peal was being considered.

Michael 
Budzanoski, presi- 


dent of Pittsburgh-based Dis- 
trict 5, and Secretary-Treasurer 
John Seddon were found guilty 
Thursday of conspiring to di- 
vert $8,500 to the 1969 re-elec- 
tion campaign of UMW Presi- 
dent W.A. "Tony" Boyle. 


Budzanoski and Seddon would 


be fined $10,000 and sent to jail 
for a year on each of four 
counts. Defense counsel have 
until June 2 to file motions for 
appeal. 


Government witnesses during 


the eight-day trial linked the 
conspiracy directly to Boyle. 
They testified that Boyle gave 
Budzanoski $10,000 to finance a 
plan to make funds available 
for Boyle's campaign in the 14,- 
000-member District 5 area of 
western Pennsylvania. 


The district is one of the larg- 


est of the UMW's 25 adminis- 
trative areas. The officers of 
each district are answerable to 
the 210,000-man union's inter- 
national leadership. 


Five key witnesses appeared 


during the U.S. District Court 
trial before Judge Hubert I. 
Teitelbaum, including two for- 
mer District 5 board mem- 
bers—on whom the government 
based its case—and two other 
former board members who de- 
nied any knowledge of a con- 
spiracy.

crease in the next fiscal year. 


Harvey said the state should 


look into the possibility of re- 
quiring counties and cities to 
contribute to the cost of indi- 
gent patients at the hospital 
and of accepting more paying 
patients.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


name of Isadora Duncan has 
lived on after the 1920s and she 
has become a sort of legend of 
glamor, unconventional!ty and 
tragedy. 
Thursday 
night's 


"NET Playhouse" biography of 
the 
American-born 
dancer, 


broadcast on the public broad- 
casting 
network, 
ruthlessly 


stripped her of glamor and ro- 
mance. 


The film, running well over 


an hour, showed Isadora first 
as an idealistic young woman, 
fiery and headstrong, as she 
developed 
what has become 


modern dance. As age and ec- 
centricity overtook her, she be- 
came a shambles. 


Producer-director Ken Rus- 


sell's technique at times was 
impressionistic and at others it 
looked like a satire of an old 
Keystone Cop movie. Somehow 
the result was a memorable 
portrait. 


Isadora was played by statu- 


esque 
Vivian Pickles whose 


strong features and abrupt ges- 
tures were hard to take when 
she was playing Isadora at the 
peak of her international suc- 
cess. As the dancer grew older, 
impoverished and involved in 
sleazy love affairs, Miss Pick- 
les reflected this pathetic, lost 
soul. 


The impetuous dancer went 


to Russia to live after the revo- 
lution. A segment that played 
like slapstick showed her love 
affair and marriage to a Rus- 
sian poet. His outrageous con- 
duct, leading to arrests during 
an unsuccessful dance tour of 
the United States, broke up the 
shaky union. Miss Duncan re- 
turned to Russia after being 
banned in Boston. Soon she was 
too much for the Soviet Union, 
which banished her. 


Her legendary death on the 


Riviera in 1927 was re-enacted. 
She was strangled when her 
scarf caught in the rear wheel 
of an open car. But by then she 
was a hard-faced, cigar-smok- 
ing tipsy harridan and the fatal 
accident was just a brutal in- 
cident closing an unhappy life.

The suit-preference signal 


is one of the best conventions 
in defensive play when used 
properly. It becomes one of 
the worst when abused.

It should only be 
used when it is evident that 
the play of the high or the 
low card will not have some 
normal meaning.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Food and Drug Administration 
advised the public today to stop 
eating swordfish because 95 per 
cent of all samples examined 
were contaminated with poi- 
sonous mercury. 


Government 
officials 
ac- 


knowledged the virtually un- 
precedented 
warning 
would 


probably destroy the swordfish 
industry. 


It is "particularly important" 


that children and women of 
child-bearing age refrain from 
consumption of the seafood, the 
FDA said following completion 
of a three-month government 
testing program for mercury in 
swordfish. A group of American 
and Canadian medical expoerts 
endorsed its findings. 


"Despite extensive recalls by 


major distribution chains, des- 
pite FDA seizures totalling 832,- 
000 pounds, and despite overall 
cooperation of swordfish bro- 
kers in withholding up to 4 mil- 
lion pounds from the market, 
the agency is still finding 
swordfish available to the pub- 
lic at or over the guideline," 
said FDA Chief Charles C. Ed- 
wards. 


"On this basis and in view of 


full evaluation of test data by 
FDA and by outside experts, 
the FDA has no choice but to 
recommend at this time that 
the public not eat swordfish," 
Edwards said in a statement.

Volunteer

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate is opening consideration 
of the Nixon administration's 
Volunteer-army bill which is ex- 
pected to be the vehicle for the 
year's major debate on U.S. 
policy in Southeast Asia. 


Although groundwork was to 


begin today, serious debate on 
the House-passed bill extending 
the draft another two years 
won't start until next week. But 
it may last until well into June. 


The reason: Sens. Mark 0. 


Hatfield, R-Ore., and George S. 
McGovern, D-S.D., have de- 
cided tentatively to bring up 
their proposal to cut off funds 
for all U.S. troops in Southeast 
Asia by Dec. 31. They want to 
attach their resolution to the 
draft bill. 


The current draft law expires 


June 30, meaning Nixon admin- 
istration backers who oppose 
the McGovern-Hatfield amend- 
ment would have little time for 
delaying tactics. A slowdown on 
the amendment might allow the 
draft authority to expire. 


The strategy of withdrawing 


war funds and extending the 
draft in the same bill has an- 
other advantage. Senate ap- 
proval would virtually force the 
House to take a stand on with- 
drawing funding for the war. 


The bill extending the draft 


two years was passed by the 
House by a 293-99 vote April 1, 
after an attempt to limit the 
extension to one year failed by 
two votes. 


The same bill provides (2.7 


billion—triple what President 
Nixon 
had 
asked—for 
in- 


centives to voluntary enlist- 
ment. The President has set a 
goal of attracting enough volun- 
teers to end the draft by June 
30, 1973. 


The draft package allows the 


president to abolish student de- 
ferments 
and requires con- 


scientious objectors to substi- 
tute three years of civilian 
service for military 
work. 


Present law requires two years' 
service. 


If McGovern and 
Hatfjeld 


stick with their current plan, 
their proposal probably would 
be delayed until the Senate 
works its way through a series 
of other amendments to the 
draft measure.

It has also been reported that 


the Medical Center lacks mon- 
ey to provide salary increases 
in the next fiscal year for em- 
ployes who are not directly in- 
volved in the "life-or-death" 
care of patients.
